THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Peterborough, in the 
County of Hillsborough, in said State qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Town on Tuesday, the thirteenth of March next, at eight 
thirty of the clock in the forenoon, (Polls close at 1 P. M.) to 
act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing and to vote to see if beano shall be legalized in said 
Town. 


Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the maintenance of the poor, for laying 
out and repairing of the highways, the Fire Department, the 
Police Department, Public Library, Memorial Day, Adams 
Playground and Peterborough Pool, Gypsy Moths or White 
Pine Blister, Town History Committee, Community Christmas 
Tree, Monadnock Region Association, ‘Town Planning Board, 
Water Department, and for any other charges arising within 
the Town. 


Article 3. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate toward paying the Town debt and 
interest. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors and Com- 
mittees or Officers heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relat- 


ing thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept legacies and 
gifts given to the Town in trust by any individual or individuals. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to purchase two new trucks for the High- 
way Department and one plow for the same, or take any other 
action relating thereto. 
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Article 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate towards the purchase of a Paint Marking 
Machine for the Highway Department, or take any other action 
relating thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Nine Hundred Sixty Six Dollars and Fifty Hight 
Cents ($966.58) provided the State gives Three Thousand 
Hight Hundred Sixty Six Dollars and Thirty Cents ($3866.30) 
for construction of Class V Highways, or take any other action 
relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Twelve Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
($12,500.00) for the construction and drainage of a road from 
Cheney Avenue to Wilton Road over Look Out Hill, so called, 
or take any other action relating thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) for repairing 
and lowering a portion of the sidewalk on the East Side of 
Winter Street, or take any other action relating thereto. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to rebuild and repair 
the portion of Sand Hill Road leading to the residence of Mr. 
Carl Kellers, and raise and appropriate money for the same, 
or take any other action relating thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to install the following 
Street Lights: A. One 250CP light on Depot Street. 
B. One 600CP light on Depot Street, and replace with 600CP 
lights, one on Depot Street and four on School Street and two 
Overseer’s Row, five Sand Hill Road and raise and appropriate 
money for the same, or take any other action relating thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to insulate the top 
part of the Town, House and appropriate money for the same, 
or take any other action relating thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to have the State 
Audit the Town accounts for 1951, or take any other action 
relating thereto. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to have the State 
assess the improved land and buildings in the Town on an 
equalized basis and appropriate money for the same, or take 
any other action relating thereto. 
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Article 16. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the Town 
through Tax Collectors’ Deed. 


Article 17. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will transact any other business 
that may legally come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE, 1951 


The members of the Budget Committee in approaching the 
matter of the Town and School Budgets have attempted to 
analyze our problems in the light of expected State and Federal 
taxes. 

It is safe to assume that the State by necessity will levy 
additional taxes on its people. The Federal government will 
this year impose new and more drastic taxes which will take 
more of our earnings than ever before. 

In view of these facts this committee recommends economies 
that it feels are necessary and yet will least impair the services 
that are rendered to the taxpayer. 

We feel that any frills or unnecessary expenditures in govern- 
ment at the local level this year are both wasteful and un- 
patriotic. 

The Budget Committee believes that the favorable tax rate 
which the town has enjoyed in the past has been a major factor 
in encouraging new construction and the growth and develop- 
ment of the town. It is for the benefit of every citizen and the 
town as a whole that the tax rate remain at a level which will 
continue to encourage new construction and will not impose an 
unreasonable burden upon the owners of existing property. — 


School Budget 


The School Board, for the fiscal year 1951-52, has proposed a 
budget of $149,782. 00. For the current fiscal year, 1950-51, the 
budget is $117,560.00, including a deficiency in the net amount 
of $3,582.00 resulting from the employment of additional 
teachers. The proposed budget of the School Board for the 
next fiscal year, if adopted, would represent an increase over 
the current fiscal year of about 27.4%. hel 

The committee recognizes the fact that the budget proposed 
by the School Board is that which the Board believes to be 
necessary for operation of the schools in the manner desired by 
the citizens. We believe, however, that certain reductions can 
be made without detriment to the educational program, and we 
recommend that the school district appropriate a sum not, 
exceeding $139,443.00 for the fiscal year 1951-52. The specific 
reductions which the committee urges are as follows:

(1) The proposed budget includes an item of $482.00 to meet 
this district’s share of the salary of a part-time bookkeeper for 
the office of the Supervisory Union. This is a proposed new 
service, and its elimination from the budget would not affect 
any service now being rendered. If adopted, this item would 
represent an additional fixed charge which would recur annually 
and, in all probability, would gradually increase. The Budget 
Committee recommends that no money be raised for this 
purpose. 


(2) The Committee thoroughly approves the purpose of the 
School Board to grant substantial increases in salaries of 
teachers, subject to compliance with regulations of the Federal 
Government concerning the fixing of wages. Provision for such 
increases is made in the proposed budget. 

The reduction recommended by the committee in the account 
for instruction has to do with the employment of additional 
teachers, of which the School Board proposes hiring two. Only 
one additional teacher would be needed if next year’s grade 
seven should be maintained in one class instead of being divided, 
as contemplated by the Board. The Committee recommends 
that the account for salaries provide for the employment of 
only one additional teacher. Further discussion of matters 
relating to this problem appears in paragraph (8) below. 


(8) The sum of $1,600 is included in the budget to employ a 
secretary in the office of the principal. —The Committee recom- 
mends that no funds be provided for this purpose, which, like 
item (1) above, would represent a new service involving recurr- 
ing and increasing expense. 
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(4) The janitors of the school buildings are believed to be 
entitled to an increase in salary, for which the Budget Com- 
mittee recommends the sum of $280.00 instead of the sum of 
$400.00 proposed by the School Board. 


(5) The School Board proposes increasing the amount 
available for health supervision by the sum of $500.00, the 
purpose being to employ a greater share of the time of the 
school nurse. This is another proposal for an additional service. 
The Budget Committee recommends no change in the present 
arrangement but does recommend an increase of the sum of 
$100.00 over last year’s budget for this item, to provide an 
increase in salary for the nurse. 


(6) The item of expense for retirement is proportional to the 
expense of the district for salaries. If the proposals of the 
Budget Committee with respect to salaries should be adopted, 
ey item for retirement would be reduced by approximately 

43.00. 


(7) From the Nichols Fund income in the amount of $690.00 
will be available, and the committee recommends limiting the 
purchase of new equipment to that amount. A part of the item 
proposed for new equipment is desired for the purchase of 
' appliances to permit serving lunches at the high school build- 
ing. The Budget Committee favors continued use of the lunch- 
room at the Central School for the pupils at both buildings. 


(8) The School Board contemplates providing two additional 
classrooms at the high school building for the purpose of ac- 
commodating two divisions each in grades seven and six (this 
year’s grades six and five). Only one additional room will be 
required if the present grade six is continued as a single unit, 
instead of being divided as proposed. We recommend develop- 
ment of the basement of the new wing at the high school building 
to provide one additional classroom. By eliminating the plan to 
make this room serve also as a cafeteria we believe the expense 
can be limited to an amount not exceeding $5,500.00. This 
recommendation of the Budget Committee is motivated by 
the fact that we are not satisfied of the wisdom or economy of 
the plan for provision of the second proposed room. The plan of 
the School Board contemplates moving the office of the principal 
to the second floor to provide an additional classroom in the 
southeast corner of the first floor of the high school building. 
The plan also involves enlarging the office of the school nurse. 
It appears to the committee that these proposed changes are of 
such a fundamental nature that they should not be made with- 
out competent architectural advice which will take into account 
the needs of the school over the course of the foreseeable future. 

To provide adequate space for the anticipated increase in 
enrollment, it appears that we have only a year within which to 
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increase the capacity of the high school building. ‘Solution of 
this problem in a manner consistent with the continued im- 
provement of our educational system will probably require new 
construction. The Committee recommends that the district 
avoid expensive remodeling that has no integral relationship to 
the solution of the fundamental problem of increasing capacity. 


Audit of School Books 


Last year, at the request of the Budget Committee, the State 
Tax Commission made an audit of the books of the town. The 
audit proved to be of such value to the Selectmen in the conduct 
of their office, that this committee has voted to request the 
State Tax Commission to make a similar audit of the books of 
the School District. 


Town Budget — Current Expense 


This Committee in general agrees with the budget as pre- 
sented by the Selectmen and realizes that costs exceed those of 
last year. 

The Budget Committee favors the pay and salary increases to 
town employees as proposed by the Selectmen, subject to 
compliance with regulations of the Federal Government con- 
cerning the fixing of wages. 


Town House. The Selectmen propose an appropriation of 
~ $6,500.00, of which part will be used for necessary repairs. 
The Budget Committee observes, however, that expenditures in 
1950 amounted to $5,575.86, against an appropriation of 
$7,000.00 and income of $1,724.38. The Committee recom- 
mends an appropriation of $5,500.00, believing that this figure, 
plus income, will be sufficient. 


Police Department. It is proposed to raise $9,200.00, an 
increase of $700.00 over the 1950 budget. The increase is 
largely due to a suggested pay raise in the department which 
this committee favors. 


Fire Department. This department is asking for an ap- 
propriation of $8,500.00, a $1,000.00 rise over the 1950 ap- 
propriation, due mainly to material and payroll costs. 


Highway Department. The Selectmen propose a total 
appropriation of $42,100.00 for 1951 which is $10,300.00 more 
than was appropriated in 1950, an increase of 33%. 

This committee favors the pay raises in this department 
recommended by the Selectmen. We do feel, however, that 
some small economies can be made in items in this department. 
It is well for the voter to realize that the town is responsible this 
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year for the upkeep of roads within the compact part of the 
town, which was formerly a State problem. 

After careful consideration we feel reductions could be made 
in the following items:

This Committee supports these recommendations with the 
following observations: 


First: The oil account appropriation for 1950 was $8,000.00. 
The figure of $12,600.00 proposed by the Selectmen includes 
repairing Concord Street and parts of Main and Grove 
Streets, repairs to the Town Parking Lot, and oiling some 18 
miles of roads. Some of these are now oiled and some have never 
been oiled. 

We recommend omitting the oiling of roads recently built and 
those not previously oiled. We also feel that several of the 
roads proposed for oiling this year could be eliminated without 
injury to the road. 


Second: This being one of the most open winters on record, 
with less than one-half the proposed appropriation of $11,500.00 
having been spent, as of February 15, we feel a cut to $10,000.00 
in this item would not impair this service. 


Third: The Bridge Account for several years has remained at 
$500.00 as proposed by the Selectmen. Our bridges have been 
repaired over the past few years and are in excellent condition. 
This account is felt to be unnecessary this year. 


Putnam Park: The appropriation of $600.00 recommended 
this year is for beautification which we feel is not necessary at 
ee Ae and therefore we recommend this item be cut to 


Planning Board: The committee understands that no 
specific project requiring the expenditure of money is contem- 
plated and does not consider desirable the proposed appropria- 
tion of $500.00. The Committee recommends an appropriation 
of $50.00 to provide for payment of incidental expenses. 
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Special Projects 


Highway Trucks: The Highway Department ae for 
$7,750.00 for the purchase of two trucks and a snow plow. 
This Committee recommends the purchase of one truck at a 
cost of approximately $3,500.00, deferring to next year the 
replacement of the other truck now in use. This plan will 
permit continuing to use the plows now owned by the Town. 


Road Painting Machine: The Budget Committee recom- 
mends that the proposed purchase of this appliance at a cost of 
$600.00 be avoided by arranging to use equipment owned by 
the State Highway Department. 


Lookout Hill Road: The Selectmen propose to build a 
street from Cheney Avenue to Wilton Road, a distance of about 
2,000 feet with proper sub-surface, top and drainage for an 
estimate of $12,500.00. 

We feel that adequate funds are available in the otis of 
the Highway Department to provide suitable roads in this and 
other new residential areas, and we recommend that no addition- 
al money be appropriated for such roads now. 


Insulation of Town House: Reference is made to “Report 
of the Budget Committee, 1948” in which this proposal was 
adversely considered. The Committee recommends that this 
project be deferred pending a thorough study of the benefits to 
be expected from its adoption.

Article 15 of the Town Warrant, March 14, 1950: 


To see if the Town will vote to extend the present Town Water 
System and raise and appropriate money for the same by 
authorizing the Selectmen to issue Town Water Bonds, or take 
any other action relating thereto. 

Under the foregoing article, the following motion was presented: 


Moved: That the Selectmen, or a Special Committee chosen 

by the Town, be instructed to extend the Town Water System 
to the North Peterborough area via the Hospital Area and 
Street Road and Sand Hill Road to Look Out Hill, so called, 
from Cheney Avenue to Wilton Road and to Wilson Corner, 
and on Windy Row from the Hadley Property to a point near 
the MacDowell Road, and that the Town borrow the present 
year the sum of Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, and appropriate the same 
for that purpose, and that the Selectmen be and hereby are 
authorized to issue bonds in the name of the Town. The Bonds 
to be issued according to the Municipal Bond Act, as amended, 
and bear date of December 20, 1950, and bear interest at the 
lowest rate possible, but not exceeding three per cent per annum, 
payable semi-annually, on the 20th day of June and December 
each year. 
Two Thousand Dollars of the said issue shall mature on and be 
payable December 20, 1951, and $2,000.00 shall mature and be 
payable on December 20th each year thereafter until the total 
is Pads The principal and interest payable at the First National 
Bank. 

It is further moved that the Extension shall be known as the 
1950 Water Extension, and that the principal and interest of 
this Bond Issue shall be a charge against the Water Department 
receipts until the total bond shall be paid, and the Selectmen 
shall make an annual report each year of the standing of this 
Bond Issue. 

A rising vote was taken—193 “Yes” 0 “‘No.” 

SOR Article 15, the following motion was presented and 
passed: 


“Moved: That the Selectmen and two citizens appointed by 
the Moderator, shall constitute a Committee to extend the 
Town Water System, known as the 1950 Water Extension as 
provided for under Article 15 of this Warrant. 

The Moderator appointed Albert 8. Bates and Martin J. 
Keenan to serve on this Committee. 

Specifications were drawn up for this project by this Com- 
mittee during the Month of March and were advertised for 
bids. On April 4, 1950 the bids were opened in the Selectmen’s . 
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Office. W. C. Ferguson, General Contractor of Keene, N. H., 
being the lowest of Five Bidders was awarded the Contract. 

The project started about the first of May, and was com- 
pleted June 1, 1950.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as en- 
tries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by source 
insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expenditures veri- 
fied. Book balances were verified by comparison with reconciled 
bank balances made from statements obtained from depository 
banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mailing 
Re to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s 
records. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes: 


In Table I there is presented a statement of Indebtedness, 
Valuation and Taxes, covering the ten year period ending 
December 31, 1949. It will be noted that during this period the 
long term indebtedness decreased from $18,000.00 to $6,000.00, 
while the Net Surplus decreased from $2,962.64 to $1,938.84. 
An increase in the assessed valuation of property of almost a 
million dollars took place, while the amount of the annual tax 
levy increased from $125,667.07 to $203,921.71. The local tax 
rate increased from $3.00 to $4.00 per hundred, as compared to 
the average tax rate for the whole state of $3.45 and $4.31 in 


Lier 


1939 and 1949, respectively. Taxes collected on the current 
year’s warrant during the fiscal year amounted to 96.2% of the 
total warrant in 1939 and 97.8% of the total warrant in 1949. 
This was considerably better than the average collection for all 
towns and cities in the state which amounted to 85.4% in 1939 
and 90.2% in 1949. The percentage of taxes bought by the 
Town, as compared to the total tax levy, was 0.7% in 1939 and 
0.02% in 1949, which was likewise lower than the state average 
of 3.2% and 0.8%, respectively, in these two years. 


Budget Deficit: 


As indicated by Exhibits C and D, appropriation overdrafts 
in the sewer construction and water department accounts were 
the principal cause of the budget deficit of $1,603.55. The 
budget deficit was held to this amount due to a substantial sum 
of unexpended balances of other appropriations and a revenue 
surplus of $4,341.94. 


Town Treasurer: 


All funds received by the Town Treasurer should be properly 
classified in the Treasurer’s cash book as to the source and 
amount. Remittances from the Tax Collector should be entered 
by the Treasurer in the same manner in which they are reported 
by the Collector. Property taxes, Poll Taxes, Redemptions 
from Tax Sales and Interest should be segregated according 
to the year of tax levy. All funds turned over to the Treasurer 
by the Selectmen or other officials should be earmarked as to 
source in order that this information may be included in the 
Treasurer’s accounts. 


Tax Collector: 


The Tax Collector’s accounts were found to be in good condi- 
tion and reference to the better than average record of collec- 
tions has heretofore been made in this report. 

It is suggested that the small amounts of uncollected poll 
taxes on warrants back as far as 1984 be abated. 

It is also suggested that the list of unredeemed taxes, which 
likewise goes back to the levy of 1934, be carefully gone over by 
the Board of Selectmen and Tax Collector. Tax deeds should 
be passed to the Town unless there is some particular reason 
why a deed may not be taken. 


Overseer~-of-the-Poor: 


The current procedure is for the Overseer of the Poor to pre- 
sent a brief statement each month to the Board of Selectmen in 
the form of a request for funds with which to carry on the func- 
tions of his department. A town voucher and check for the re- 
quested amount is then issued to the Overseer. The check is 
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deposited to the credit of the Overseer’s account in the bank and 
he subsequently issues checks in settlement of all bills rendered 
to his department. 

The following change in this procedure is recommended: 


All vendors’ bills should be sent to the Overseer, as at present, 
for his examination and approval. Such bills, after approval by 
the Overseer, should be submitted monthly to the Board of 
Selectmen accompanied by a detailed list of vendors and 
amounts payable to each. Payment of all bills will then be 
made by the Board of Selectmen and Treasurer through the 
issuance of the regular town voucher and check. The bills 
should be filed with the vouchers issued in payment thereof. 

The adoption of this recommendation will bring the payment 
of welfare department accounts in line with the procedure 
followed by the other departments of the Town. 


Water Department: 

The accounting system of the water department was found 
to be inadequate and a new system which provides for better 
control of accounts receivable was installed. Under the old 
system it was not possible to determine the total amount of 
billings for any period without checking each individual cus- 
tomer’s card. 

A new classification of receipts and expenditures for this 
department was also inaugurated. 


Library: 

A record book containing a classification of receipts and ex- 
penditures of the library was installed, as the only available 
financial records at the time of the audit were the vendors’ 
invoices and cancelled checks issued in payment thereof. 


Conclusion: 

The accounts of all town officers which we examined, with 
exceptions as herein noted, were found in good condition and 
the accounting and financial procedure, except as otherwise 
indicated, conformed to the uniform standards prescribed by 
this Division. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Peter- 
borough for their assistance during the course of the audit.

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B. Administrative Policy 


The increasing numbers of pupils participating in the school 
lunch program have produced some problems of congestion. To 
correct these to some extent, the noon period has been shortened 
and rearranged. The hours of session are now as follows: 


Grade 7-12 8:30-12:02 and 12:52-3:00 
Grade 6 8:30-11:50 and 1:00-3:00 
Grade 1-5 8:30-11:35 and 12:45-3:00 
Exception: Grade 1 may be dismissed at 11:15 and 2:45 

When schools closed in June 1950, it was expected that when 
they reopened in the fall there would be about 36 pupils in the 
fifth grade. As the teacher assigned to that room was experi- 
enced with large classes, it was thought that she would get along 
reasonably well with so many even though it is recognized that 
optimum results are obtained with classes of 20-25, but when 
the number jumped to 45 within a few weeks, it seemed definite- 
ly necessary to relieve the congestion somehow. Accordingly a 
small room was made by moving the partition of the old remedi- 
al class room to include a portion of the corridor. Mrs. Ruth 
Peirce was engaged beginning November 18 to take charge of 
the new room with 18 of Mrs. Fitzgerald’s 45 pupils. The small 
size of the room did not permit assigning more pupils to it. 

Similar overcrowding in the seventh grade class of 44 and the 
French I class of 42 was relieved by dividing each into two 
sections and employing an additional teacher, Miss Ann de- 
Nicola, who began work October 30. 

Although it is difficult to set absolute limits to class size it is 
generally regarded as essential to keep classes down to 30, or 35 
at the most, for the sake of the pupil and up to 20 or 25 for the 
sake of economy.

Only one vacancy occurred in the teaching staff during the 
school year. This was caused by the resignation of Miss Helen 
R. Decker because of illness at the spring vacation. Her place 
was taken for the remainder of the year by Mrs. Winifred 
O’ Malley. 

At the close of the year, Miss Elaine Vadeboncoeour resigned 
and Mrs. Donalene M. Brainerd was elected to fill the vacancy. 

During the summer, Miss Alice A. Bubriski resigned to accept 
a position in Montclair, N. J., and Miss Joanne B. Harriman of 
Gorham, N. H., was elected to fill the vacancy. 

In November, Mr. Thomas E. Lambe accepted a position at 
Rockland, Massachusetts and withdrew from Peterborough. 
Some of his subjects were taken by Miss deNicola and others by 
Mr. Daniel E. Butler, Jr., of Keene. 


PART II. B. PROGRAMS AND METHODS 
1. WORKSHOPS 

Again this year all teachers and school nurses in this super- 
visory union spent a full week (November 6-10) of hard work at 
a workshop planned jointly by the teachers and superintendent. 
This year two subjects were studied: (a) The Unit Method of 
Instruction in the Elementary School, and (b) Guidance in the 
Secondary School. 

Again the workshop was staffed by the Harvard-Boston 
University Extension Service. These workshops are proving to 
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be exceedingly helpful to all participants in their search*for 
better understanding of children and better ways of guiding 
them toward happy, integrated, wholesome living. 


2. COLLEGE PREPARATION 


The function of the public high school should be much broad- 
er than mere college preparation for the comparative few who 
matriculate at institutions of higher learning. We, at Peter- 
borough High School, are convinced, however, that much of our 
efforts must be directed toward the preparation of our young- 
sters for higher education. 

Recent national surveys indicate that roughly 16% to 20% 
of high school graduates continue their education in post- 
secondary schools. 

The following table gives the numbers of Peterborough High 
School’s graduates who have gone directly to schools of higher 
learning in the last six years. It is gratifying to note that over 
this period of years our percentage is 21% higher than that of 
the national average:

Despite persistent rumors to the effect that Peterborough 
High School is not adequately preparing its students for higher. 
education or that we are a class B school (which is merely an 
athletic rating set up by the N. H. I. A. A. based on the number 
of boys enrolled), it would seem that the opposite is true. There 
is no such a factor as a scholastic rating given to any public 
school in the state of New Hampshire. 
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- Unfortunately we have no method by which we can determine 
the success or failure of our graduates following their entrance 
into post secondary schools. (Scholastic records are received 
from the colleges only at the conclusion of the first semester.) 
Such drop-outs as may occur, are often due to financial reasons 
as well as to academic causes. From our observation, however, it 
would appear that our students compare favorably with grad- 
uates of other schools. | 

The fact that 60 to 70 percent of our graduates do not attend 
post-secondary schools necessarily influences the nature of our 
courses and our aims and objectives in teaching them. The size 
of the school prohibits the segregation of the college prepara- 
tory students from those who have neither the ability, the de- 
sire, nor the means to enter college; and even if the school were 
large enough, it might not be a democratic procedure to segre- 
gate them. Any success we have reported with the college group 
cannot be a measure of the entire group unless we are doing a 
comparable job for the remaining 70%. It has been pointed out 
in previous reports that the desirability of adequately caring for 
this larger group is an important task. It is our feeling that over 
a period of years many improvements have been made in the 
curriculum to meet the needs of this larger segment of our school 


population. 

Although a measure of success for this group is even more 
intangible than that for the college group, based as it is only on 
the type of good and sell rounded citiz zen produced, we are 
reasonably confident of at least beimg headed in the right 
direction. 


3. GUIDANCE 


Guidance in our school system has been carried on for the 
majority of our students only (1) when they failed academic 
work, (2) when they became disciplinary cases, or (8) occasion- 
ally, when they were seriously maladjusted. As might be ex- 
pected the shortcomings of an incidental guidance program of 
this type results in only a few pupils coming in contact with 
guidance work and then only in a few areas of their needs. 

Guidance to be effective must deal with each school child 
from grade 1-12, and have as an ultimate outcome a familiarity 
on the part of each youngster, with a wide range of information 
about himself, his interests, his abilities, his previous develop- 
ment in the various areas of living, and his plans or ambitions 
for the future. 

Our faculty has long recognized the desirability of a modern 
guidance program for all the children. It is also familiar with 
the inadequacy of our present attempts to carry on such a 
worth-while job while limited in available and trained personnel. 
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As a result of our recent workshop in this field, two commit- 
tees of teachers are now working on projects to further our 
service to youth. A guidance director for the Peterborough 
schools alone appears almost too much to expect until that 
period arrives when citizens in general recognize the values of 
such a program and demand the same. A start in the right 
direction, however, might be an alternate plan whereby a 
teacher suited to guidance work be selected, provided with a 
lighter teaching load to allow time for pupil conferences, and 
assisted financially to attend summer school for special training. 


PART III. SCHOOL PLANT 


During the past year the school plant has received continuing 
attention. The major improvements were the installation of 
fluorescent lights at the Central School, the rearrangement of 
partitions at the Central School to make two additional small 
classrooms, and the painting at the High School of the Home 
Economics room and the old shop, now used as a classroom. In 
order to maintain the efficiency of the school equipment, the 
High School movie projector was exchanged for a new one. One 
old sewing machine was replaced by a new electric machine, 
fifty new desks and chairs were added at the High School and 
twenty at Central School and several new small tools were 
added to the shop equipment. . 

The rapid increase in school enrollment demands still further 
adjustments to the building and equipment. Next year two 
serious problems must be faced. One will be caused when the 
present fifth grade of forty-five members moves to the High 
School as sixth grade. They cannot be accommodated by the 
present sixth grade room. An additional teacher and an addi- 
tional room will be needed for this group. It is recommended 
that the present office suite be rearranged into a classroom for 
this additional section of grade six. The office can be moved to 
the old typing room on the second floor. 

Similarly when the present seventh grade of 45 becomes 
eighth grade next year, two rooms instead of the present one 
will be needed for it. This additional section can be accommo- 
dated by using the old shop as a classroom and moving the art 
and music together with other classes to the presently unfinished 
basement under the home economics room. This plan calls for 
finishing that space so it can be used both for holding classes 
and serving lunches. 

These adjustments would nearly exhaust the possibility of 
further internal expansion of the present buildings but do not 
provide for the still larger classes that appear to be headed to- 
ward the High School building. Very careful long term plan- 
ning for the Peterborough schools is definitely indicated. The 
Tr steps of such a program of study should be taken imme- 

iately.

Mr. Lionel 
Jessop expressed opposition to this motion, pointing out to the 
voters that if the accumulated interest of this fund was allowed 
to grow until it reached a more sizeable amount, so much more 
could be done with the larger sum, than could be accomplished 
with the smaller amount taken out each year. The motion 
passed without further discussion. 


Under Article 12: The following motion was presented by 
Martin J. Keenan- Moved: that the sum of $1,500.00 be appro- 
priated to install new electric lights in the Central Grade School. 
It is further moved that the Special School Committee is hereby 
authorized to use any balance on hand from 1949-50 appro- 
priation for the same purpose. Mr. Keenan explained that new 
lights were badly needed in the second floor of the Central 
Grade School building, and that when this was accomplished, 
the repairs on the Central School would be completed, and the 
building would be in very good shape for many years to come. 
The motion passed. 


Under Article 13: the following motion was presented by the 
School Board: Moved: to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,240.00 for the completion of the basement room in the new 
High School Addition. Mr. Wilder of the School Board ex- 
plained the motion and told the voters it was not essential to 
complete the basement this year. It would have to be done 
sometime, but could wait another year. No further discussion, 
and the motion was lost. 


The School Board presented the following motion under 
article 14: Moved: to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 
as a Capital Reserve Fund for the construction or acquisition 
of school buildings. Said funds to be placed in the custody of 
Trustee of Trust Funds, and reserved for the construction, re- 
construction or acquisition of School Building in accordance 
with the Laws of 19438, Chapter 160, as amended by the Laws 
of 1945, Chapter 35 and laws of 1947, Chapter 8. 


Mr. Shultz explained the purpose of the motion, Mr. Richard 
Day opposed the general idea of saving for future needs, saying 
that we could take care of our needs today, and let future 
generations take care of theirs. Mr. Kenneth Kepner spoke in 
favor of some sort of fund to take care of depreciation of school 
buildings and equipment. Mr. Keenan also spoke in favor of 
some such fund, and thought we should consider action of this 
kind another year. Upon his motion it was voted lay this 
matter upon the table for consideration next year. 
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Under Article 15—a motion by Kathryn Young, to lay this 
matter on the Table indefinitely was passed without any dis- 
cussion. 

Upon motion by Matthew Cavanaugh, it was voted to have 
the hour of our next annual meeting at 1:15 in the afternoon. 

The polls closed at 1:00 p. m., and the Moderator declared a 
recess until after the ballots were counted.
